It's the journey, not the destination. At Skytrax, a dedicated 
team of more than twenty auditors track airlines and airports 
around the globe. With notepads and checklists in hand, 
they carefully inspect every minute detail, right down to the 
angles of the chairs. Their grueling itinerary, far exceeding 
any flight attendant or high-flying executive, packs in six 
long-haul flights and four short-haul flights in a typical five- 
day workweek. These undercover agents battle torrential 
turbulence, unforeseen delays and nauseating jetlag to ensure 
that airlines abide by the strict "without fear or favor" Skytrax 
company policy. 

Edward Plaisted and partners founded Skytrax in 1989 
based on an identified need for a uniform system to rate 
travel experiences, from setting foot into the airport to the 
moment they arrive at their destination. At the height of his 
former career in property market investment, Plaisted' s hectic 
schedule demanded twice weekly trans-Atlantic commutes 
between London and New York. "I was fed up with airlines 
like [the now defunct] PanAM and TWA," he says. Plaisted 
saw a need for a platform where customers could make 
informed choices about their travel options. 

Star-ranking is embraced by the hospitality industry 
the world over, but is still relatively uncharted territory for 
airlines and airports. As an unrivalled force, Skytrax applies 
hundreds of criteria, ranging from legroom measurements to 
meal options. Plaisted ensures an accurate and fair approach 
to ranking. "We're not here to pat them on the back and say 
well done," he says, openly. "Airlines have come to appreciate 
our honesty." 

Different from other online rating sites, Skytrax only 
ranks companies that seek their services. Airlines approach 
Skytrax for their expertise in order to pinpoint their

Introduction 
of the flat bed and herringbone layout design, which allows 
passengers to have their own private nook, has revolutionized 
the in-flight experience for top tier clients. Meals are also 
improving in quality and are served on demand, rather than at 
designated times; there's a real shift towards a personalized 
concierge service. A development in the works is the re- 
introduction of onboard wifi, which is due for a favorable 
return with iPad and laptop enthusiasts. Economy class 
passengers will continue to experience improved in-flight 
entertainment, but no major changes are in store, due to 
competitive ticket prices and rising fuel costs. 

Plaisted believes that younger airlines like Hong Kong 
Airlines have a competitive advantage over their seasoned 
counterparts. "Young airlines don't have the baggage of poor 
customer service. They don't have union disputes or faulty 
working practices," he offers. "They [new airlines] start off 
on a fresh, clean sheet of paper. They know what they need to 
aspire to."

"Refining certain key products is needed, but new products 
are just a matter of money, whereas having to retrain staff 
because of service issues is a much lengthier process," he 
says.

Recharge your batteries at modern Shanghainese 
restaurant Fu 1088 (375 ZhenningLu, 86-21-5239-7878). 
Housed over three floors in a 1930s Chinese mansion, this 
superb restaurant has been meticulously decorated with 
period furniture and antiques. House specialties include the 
crystal shrimp with peas and the drunken chicken with tea- 
infused eggs. A must-try is Fu 1088's excellent xiaolongbao, 
the soup-filled dumplings that are a Shanghainese staple. 

Since it's Friday night, grab a few friends and boogie 
on over to Bar Rouge (18 Zhongshan Dong Yi Lu, 86-21- 
6339-1 199, www.bar-rouge-shanghai.com) on the Bund— the 
glamorous strip of lights and nightlife along the Huangpu 
River.

Wander the back streets 
of the old city 

Though the skyscrapers, city lights, and 
nightlife are great, the alleys in the heart 
of Shanghai are often overlooked. Spend 
your last day strolling down Yuyiian Lu 
or Bubbling Well Lane (Yongquan Fang) 
and absorb the real Shanghai through the 
small alleys, cobblestone streets, and brick 
alleyways which are so often forgotten amidst 
Shanghai's rapid urban redevelopment. 
These fast-disappearing pockets of history 
are well worth the trip. You might even feel 
the shadow of the past looming behind you as 
you wander into old Shanghai. 
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RABBIT WITH A CHINES 
NEW YEARS CELEBRATIO 
IN HONGKONG, WRITE

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While the rest of the world anticipates blossoming flowers to 
signify the arrival of spring, in Hong Kong, we wait patiently 
for the appearance of sweetmeats and candies. Chinese New 
Year is upon us, the biggest and most important celebration 
the lunar calendar. Signifying the end of winter and a new 
spring season, this festival is an important time to usher out 
the bad luck of yesteryear and clear the way for new good 
fortunes. To celebrate, tradition calls for cleaning out the 
house, buying copious amounts of new goods, forgetting 
old grudges, and enjoying festivities with family. The special 
event arrives on the first day of the first lunar month and ends 
on the 15th, meaning that each year it falls between the end 
of January and mid February. In Hong Kong, the statutory 
holiday lasts three to four days, while mainland China's 
celebrations last for seven days. If you're lucky enough to be 
in Hong Kong during the festivities, make the most of your 
experience by not only attending the city's major events, but 
by partaking in centuries-old traditions. 

Hong Kong has the most beautiful skyline in the world, 
but the view is truly breathtaking when it is illuminated by 
spectacular fireworks. Kick start the New Year with the 
annual Chinese New Year firework display, which is best 
viewed from Victoria Harbor in Wan Chai on February 
4. The computer controlled explosive display can also be 
viewed from other points in the city such as The Peak or the 
Tsim Sha Tsui promenade. But make sure you get there early 
to secure a spot. 

Once you've taken in the lights, it's time to get with 
tradition. Chinese New Year is all about fun rituals that are

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believed to bring increased luck, new fortune, and happiness 
so there are myriad chances to participate in these cultural 
beliefs. Many people make a stop at the Lam Tsuen Wishing 
Tree, which is located near the beautiful Tin Hau Temple in 
Lam Tsuen village in Tai Po. A popular spot for locals and 
tourists to purchase "bao dai," a sheet of orange and gold 
paper attached to an orange, it is believed that if you write 
your wish down and toss it up into the boughs of the Banyan 
tree, it may come true, but if your bao dai falls to the ground, 
your wish was too greedy. Ouch ! Better luck next year. 

The next "fortune seeking" stop is the Wong Tai Sin 
Temple on Wong Tai Sin Road. There are many Buddhist 
temples in Hong Kong but due to the grand beauty of Wong 
Tai Sin's traditional ornaments and architecture, it has 
become a major destination for tourists and the faithful alike. 
Walking between the grand red pillars and memorial archway, 
you'll see patrons burning incense sticks to give thanks for 
the last year, and pray to the gods for good fortune in this 
Year of the Rabbit. 

Once you're done asking the spirits to turn your luck 
around, attend the highly anticipated Chinese New Year Light 
Parade. On February 3 the Tsim Sha Tsui district turns into a 
massive, unforgettable street party as festive folks follow the 
parade route that snakes around the streets of Tsim Sha Tsui. 
The act opens up with traditional Chinese dancing, decorative 
floats, marching bands, lion dances, acrobatic skills, and flag 
tossing. But this parade doesn't just narrow in on Chinese 
culture, it's a world stage spectacle. The organizers also invite 
high-energy traditional dance performances from Korea, 
Japan, Brazil, Russia, India and America to celebrate the 
diversity of Hong Kong. The family friendly entertainment 
starts at 8pm at Hong Kong Cultural Centre Piazza in Tsim 
Sha Tsui, Kowloon. 
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If you have little ones, it doesn't meen you need to 
miss out on the festive fun. Why not plan a day trip to 
Disneyland on Lantau Island to spoil the kids? Just be aware 
that it can get very congested as Disneyland is a hot spot 
during holidays. Nonetheless, it is worth a visit as there 
are performances and activities specifically for the Lunar 
Festival, such as Disney's Jumping Jam show which runs 
until February 13. This energetic show features an acrobatic 
Mickey and some of his familiar friends. If you love to take 
photos, walk down Disney's Lucky Trail and pose with the 
eight lucky symbols. 

After a jam-packed couple of days, your itinerary 
may be nearing its end point. So head back to where the 
celebrations began at the Hong Kong Cultural Centre 
Piazza. The Lunar New Year Lantern Exhibition will be held 
at the Cultural Centre until March 6. Visitors can get up 
close to admire a series of creative lanterns specially created 
to show how the Lunar New Year is celebrated in different 
Asian countries.

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Michelin? Don't they make tires? Well, yes — but they also 
produce the world's most-respected restaurant guide. 
Brothers Andre and Edouard Michelin first published the 
world-renowned red-covered book in 1900, as a free guide 
for French motorists. There were barely 3,500 automobiles 
on the road back then, and the guide included information 
for these pioneers of motoring: for finding garages, sights 
to see, lodging and most importantly, restaurants. It was 
an instant success among drivers and travelers alike, 
and 111 years later, the benchmark Michelin guide offers 
qualified restaurant and hotel recommendations over 
23 countries and three continents. Michelin's inspectors 
have anonymously visited more than 45,000 eateries 
worldwide, applying Michelin's standards for quality on 
an international scale. 

Michelin has just launched its 2011 bilingual guide to 
restaurants and hotels in Hong Kong and Macau, with a 
quarter of the listings being new entries. The third edition 
ofThe Michelin guide Hong Kong Macau includes a total 
of 309 establishments (253 restaurants and 56 hotels) 
from Hong Kong and Macau. And 
13 establishments out of the 64 new 
restaurants in the guide have freshly 
been awarded Michelin stars— the 
highest accolade in the cooking world. 
Michelin's criteria for awarding stars 
are wide, covering — among others- 
product quality, preparation, flavor 
and the cuisine's personality. One star 
means a very good restaurant in its 
category, while two stars are awarded 
for excellent cooking. Three stars means 
that a restaurant is not only one of the 
best in its country: it is one of the best 
in the world. But where do they lie in 
Hong Kong? 
After no fewer than eight separate visits in 2010, 
Michelin has awarded three stars to SunTung Lok (Shop 
4D, Miramar Shopping Centre, 132 Nathan Rd.,Tsim Sha 
Tsui, 2152-1417), making it the second Chinese restaurant 
to become a recipient of that honor. The restaurant comes 
with four decades of history and embodies high-end 
Cantonese dining. SunTung Lok is well-established 
among local celebrities and business tycoons, and it is 
most famous for its Japanese abalone dishes and — highly 
controversially— its shark's fin soup. 

Cuisine Cuisine (The Mira Hotel, 118 Nathan Rd.,Tsim 
ShaTsui, 2315-5222) is the recipient of two stars from 
Michelin. The restaurant basks in a refined ambience and 
upscale decor, serving both traditional and contemporary 
Cantonese cuisine, as well as an excellent selection of fine 
wines. Eels with osmanthus honey, taro balls with foie

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gras and delicious pork dumplings are among the crowd- 
pleasing dishes here. 

Chef Umberto Bombana, formerly of theToscana 
at the old Ritz Carlton, is back with his contemporary 
Italian gourmet restaurant 8 1/2 Otto e Mezzo (Shop 202, 
Alexandra House, 18 Chater Rd., Central, 2537-8859), 
earning him two stars from Michelin.Take a respectable 
Italian wine collection backed by home-made pastas, 
truffle and veal dishes, and add a charming ambiance and 
an aesthetically-pleasing urban decor, and you begin to 
see why 8 1/2 Otto e Mezzo is being hailed as one of the 
hottest restaurants in town. 

One star goes to Cafe Gray Deluxe (49/F,The Upper 
House, Pacific Place, 88 Queensway, Admiralty, 3968- 
1106), a contemporary European restaurant located on 
the 49th floor of the chic Upper House boutique hotel, 
providing this vivacious bar and restaurant with a 
dazzling view of Hong Kong. The kitchen is headed by 
celebrity chef Gray Kunz, who has 20 years of award- 
winning experience under his belt. He's bewildering and 
delighting patrons as you read this with dishes such as 
saffron pasta flora, herb broth red mullet, and chocolate 
gateau in a lotus leaf. 

DinTai Fung (68YeeWoo St., Causeway Bay, 3160- 
8998), theTaiwanese chain of dumpling restaurants, 
has opened a second outlet, earning them a one 
star recommendation from Michel in. This chain of 
restaurants, which specializes in Shanghainese and 
Taiwanese cuisine, was ranked in 1993 by the New York 
Times as one of the world's top 10 restaurants, and it's 
only gotten better since. It's spacious, bright, clean, 
and has a lively atmosphere, serving an astounding 
1,000 clients per day. Besides the world-renowned 
dumplings, diners enjoy dishes such as diced beancurd 
and malantou salad, Taiwanese pork chops, and spicy 
Sichuan long wontons. No reservations accepted, so 
come prepared to wait for a table! 

One of the worthy new additions to the 2011 Michelin 
guide is the newly-opened, one-star-rated Nanhai No.1 
(30/F, iSquare, 63 Nathan Rd.,Tsim ShaTsui, 2487-3688) 
The restaurant is named after the treasure ship of 15th 
century naval explorer Zheng He, which sank in the South 
China Sea with a priceless amount of porcelain onboard. 
The nautical theme is emphasized in the elegant decor, 
although you might find yourself distracted instead by the 
spectacular 180-degree view of the Hong Kong skyline. 
The menu prides itself on classic Chinese dishes adapted 
to the modern age, with specialties such as braised 
garoupa fin with bamboo shoots, and tea-smoked chicken. 
It's well worth the trip, for the view alone.

It's no secret that eating is Singapore's national pastime. While others 
may shy away from such associations, I'd be the first to unabashedly 
admit that I'm a hardcore foodie. Having grown up in a city that offers 
a veritable assortment of different cuisines and with parents that have 
cultivated what others politely call a "healthy appetite" my love affair with 
food started long before I even realized it.

With both my grandparents and us kids 
in tow, my dad would drive all the way out to the other side of the 
island, which was home to his favorite seafood eatery. My mom 
would order up both chili and black pepper crabs, cereal-crusted 
prawns, crispy baby squid, fried and steamed mantou (Chinese buns 
with no filling inside), sambal kangkong, as well as a whole array of 
other delectables. I can still remember the first time I was allowed to 
dunk a golden brown mantou into the rich, aromatic chili crab gravy. 
I hadn't quite mastered the use of chopsticks yet, so I decided that 
the best course of action would be to stab the bun with my chopsticks 
and plunge it into the thick sauce, before stuffing it quickly into my 
mouth. Sure, it wasn't my most elegant showing, but I didn't care. 
The only thing that I could think about was how to get more of that 
sumptuous sauce. Fortunately, I've since learned to do it with a tad 
more grace. After travelling around the world and sampling all types 
of fare, I can safely say that for me, there's nothing quite like scoffing 
down local food in Singapore. It really is that darn good.
